ERS ARE INVITED 
BY PROF. MEEK 

Dr. W. C. Boone To Deliver Bac¬ 
calaureate Sermon; Harper 
Gatton To Speak 

Hon. Harper Gatton. superinten¬ 
dent of schools in Madlsonville, Ky., 
will deliver the commencement ad¬ 
dress to the members of the 1935-36 
b duating class at The University of 
Tennessee Junior College main audi¬ 
torium on May 29, Paul Meek. Execu¬ 
tive Officer of the institution, an¬ 
nounced today. 

Supt Gatton is a graduate of 
Georgeawn College and the Universi¬ 
ty of Chicago and has served as a 
trustee of the former school for 18 
years. He has held a number of im¬ 
portant positions in his colorful ca¬ 
reer in the public eye. He is past- 
president of the Kentucky Education 
Association, Past Potentate of the 
Shrine, chairman of the State Text¬ 
book Commission, and president of 
Kiwanis Internationals. In 1932-1933 
he served under President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt as Director of Un¬ 
employed Relief in Kentucky. He is 
also a member of the State Crippled 
Children’s Commission and of the 
Kentucky Children’s Home Society. 

The Baccalaureate sermon will be 
delivered Sunday night. May 24, by 
Dr. W C. Boone, who is pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, Jackson, 
Teim. Dr. Boone

Boone was presi¬ 
dent for two

prior to that time he held pastorates 
at First Baptist Church in Owensbo¬ 
ro, Ky., and Roanoke, Va. He is a 
graduate of William Jewell College 
and holds a Master of Arts degree 
from this institution. He has also 
done graduate work at Southern Bap¬ 
tist Theological Seminary and Col¬ 
umbia University. Dr. Boone is ex¬ 
perienced in foreign travel, and has 
made three trips to Europe and one 
to the Holy Land. He plans to go to 
the Orient this summer. Dr. Boone 
is a very popular speaker, especially 
•with the young people and is in great 
demand in this capacity.
